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WASHINGTON GREATLY INTERESTED IN PAPER PRICES 


Federal Trade Commission Will Hold Another Hearing in the News Print Investigation This Week—Rumor 
That Commission Is “Going After” the Jobber Is Denied—Quick Action Wanted on Mann Resolution 
for Congressional Paper Investigation—Printing Committee Sends Pamphlet Regard- 


ing Paper Prices—Interesting Paper and Pulp Wood Statistics 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

WasuinctTon, D. C., December 26, 1916.—There is to be another 
open hearing here on Friday of this week in the news print 
investigation according to an announcement made late Friday night 
by the Federal Trade Commission. While officials of the Com- 
mission would not discuss the matter your correspondent is given 
to understand that the sub-committees which were appointed last 
week will meet here on Thursday before the open hearing. In 
its announcement relative to the hearing the Commission said: 

“The Federal Trade Commission announces that the hearing on 
the news print investigation will be resumed on Friday, December 
29, 1916, at 10.30 a. m. The several phases of the question which 
were not completed at the previous hearing, such as the reasonable- 
ness of present prices, costs of manufacture, jobbers’ profits, etc., 
will be taken up again for consideration. It is hoped that a plan 
will be devised which will prevent the suspension of publications 
now dependent upon the open market for their paper supply. It 
is also expected that the information now being collected will 
throw much light on the problem. The hearing will be public, 
and all persons interested are invited to attend.” 

It is said by officials of the Commission that because the 
hearings are being resumed it should not be understood that the 
plan for distribution has “fallen through.” 

There has been a rumor going around here that the Commission 
is “going after” the jobbers now, but officials of the Commission 
say that there is not a word of truth in the statement. It is thought 
that some one of the small publishers who had a “grudge” against 
some jobber started the rumor. 

Replies are coming in daily by telegraph and letter both from 
the newspaper publishers of the country and the manufacturers 
of print paper answering the questionnaires sent out by the Com- 
mission in an effort to see what kind of arrangements could be 
made on the distribution plan. 

The hearing Friday will probably be held at the New Willard 
Hotel where the last public hearings were held. 


For Immediate Action on Paper Investigation 


A special rule to bring up for immediate consideration the 
resolution of Representative Mann of Illinois for a Congressional 
investigation of the increase in the price of print paper will be 
reported out of the House Committee on Rules immediately after 
the Christmas holidays, according to an announcement made last 
week, before adjournment, by Representative Bailey, of Pennsyl- 
vania. 

It may be remembered that during the latter part of the first 
session Mr. Mann, minority leader of the House, introduced this 
resolution, and at that time told your’ correspondent that he in- 
tended to push it. It doesn’t seem at all likely that the House 
would be foolish enough to start a Congressional investigation 
anyhow until after the Federal Trade Commission has made its 
report, no matter how badly members of the House may think 
the Commission has carried on its work. 


“Investigation of Paper Prices” 

As predicted in the columns of this paper some weeks ago, the 
Joint Congressional Committee on Printing has just issued and 
sent broadcast a pamphlet on the “investigation of paper prices,” 
comprising some proceedings in the Senate during the first ses- 
sion of this Congress in addition to letters, etc., on the subject. 


The pamphlet contains, first of all, the Fletcher resolution calling 
for the newsprint investigation now under way by the Federal 
Trade Commission, as well as the discussion that took place on 
the floor of the Senate when the resolution was passed. Also let- 
ters from the Public Printer to the Joint Committee, letters from 
the News-Print Manufacturers Association, the Champion, Strath- 
more, and other paper companies, the decision of the Attorney 
General last winter on the paper question, and what is perhaps 
most important a lengthy letter from Senator Fletcher to the 
Trade Commission, in which he reviews the paper situation inso- 
far as his Joint Committee is concerned. 

In his letter Senator Fletcher goes back just about a year, tell- 
ing of the opening of bids last year, of the paper companies try- 
ing to have either the quality of the paper or the prices changed 
before any paper has been shipped, of the hearings held by the 
committee, of the decision of the Attorney General and such other 
matters, 

Speaking of price co-operation the Senator said: 

“I have presented this rather lengthy recital of preliminary 
events that you may determine what influence, if any, they have 
had on subsequent developments. It may be that the paper manu- 
facturers and dealers have entered into an agreement, informal or 
otherwise, to refrain from competitive bidding on paper required 
by the Public Printer on account of the Government's attitude 
toward their present contracts. If such an agreement has been 
entered into it would appear to be a violation of section 2 of the 
Clayton anti-trust act which prohibits price discrimination where 
the effect may be to substantially lessen competition or tend to 
create a monopoly. Of this I have no evidence further than the 
facts as related by the Public Printer in his efforts to obtain bids 
on open-market purchases of paper since June 9.” Urging the 
Federal Trade Commission to make an early report Senator 
Fletcher says, speaking of the continual rise in paper prices: 

“This situation is of special concern to the Joint Committee on 
Printing in view of the fact that it must award contracts on or 
before February 1, 1917, for paper required for the public print- 
ing and binding for the year beginning March 1, 1917, and it is 
especially in the interest of the Government that a report be had 
before that time, if possible, as to whether the paper manufacturers 
are justified in maintaining the present high prices and continuing 
the same.” 

Paper Dividends 

There is one other very interesting statement deserving special 
mention, relative to the great dividends that are being paid by 
various paper companies. Your correspondent heard this state- 
ment made some weeks ago but refrained from sending it out 
because it sounded so very extravagant, but in the words of Sen- 
ator Fletcher: 

“The committee was recently informed by a stockholder in a 
Kalamazoo company—The —— Company, I believe—that he 
was receiving a dividend of $400 a month on $10,000 stock in that 
company. This tremendous profit hardly seems credible, but his 
statement was made freely and in apparent good faith. If such 
profits are general in the paper trade, I believe your investigation 
will prove of great benefit to the public.” 


. Paper and Pulp Wood Statistics 
The Bureau of Census has just published some new statistics 
of manufactures which were compiled primarily for the purpose 
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of showing the absolute and relative magnitude of the different 
branches of industry and their growth or decline. The 
did not cover establishments which were idle during the entire 
year or whose products were valued less than $500.

Some in- 
teresting figures are included under the heading of “paper and 
wood pulp.” 

In 1899, according to the figures, there were 763 paper and pulp 
mills in this country, decreasing to 761 in 1904, and increasing 
again in 1909 to 777, and declining to 718 in 1914. In these mills, 
in 1899 there were 49,646 employees, increasing in 1914 to 65,964 
and again in 1909 to 75,978, and still again in 1914 in spite of the 
fewer mills increasing to 88,467. 

The primary horsepower used in these mills has increased tre- 
mendously, amounting in 1899 to 762,118 horsepower and climbing 
in 1904 to 1,093,708 and in 1909 going to 1,304,265, and in 1914 


reaching the maximum horsepower of 1,621,154. 


Money Invested in Paper Business 

The figures show that in 1899 there was $167,508,00 invested in 
the paper business, increasing to $277,844,000 in 1904 and again 
to $409,348,000 in 1909, reaching the stupendous sum of $534,- 
625,000 in 1914. 

Wages have increased also in proportion. In 1899 the mills 
expended for wages $20,746,000 increasing in 1904 to $32,019,000 
and again in 1909 to $40,805,000, reaching in 1914 to $53,246,000, 

Materials have almost tripled during the period mentioned. In 
1899 there was $70,530,000 expended for materials and in 1904 
$111,252,000 climbing again in 1909 to $165,442,000 and in 1914 
to $213,181,000. 

The value of the products was also practically tripled during 
the period. In 1899 the paper and pulp were valued at $127,326,000 
increasing in 1904 to $188,715,000 and again in 1909 to $267,657,000 


To Use Bonds in Place of Checks 

Those paper men who bid on government supplies, through the 
General Supply Committee, will be interested to know that at a 
recent meeting the committee favored the use of bonds, as advo- 
cated by paper and other contractors, in place of the certified 
checks now required. It is understood that the use of certified 
checks has kept a number of paper houses from bidding in the 
past. The matter is now up to the Secretary of the Treasury. 
Some informal work has already been done, it is understood, on 
the paper schedule of the General Supply Committee. 


Will Not O. K. Congressional Documents 

The Joint Committee on Printing passed a resolution at one of 
its meetings last week to the effect that it would not O. K. the 
further publications (that is new editions) of Congressional docu- 
ments as long as the price of paper remains where it is now. On 
the day mentioned it turned down propositions to reprint Con- 
gressional documents amounting to $32,000 of which the paper 
constituted about 85 per cent. 


Ross Andrews on Inaugural Committee 
Ross P. Andrews, of the R. P. Andrews Paper Company, of 
this city, has been appointed a member of the Finance Committee 
of the Inaugural Committee, just organized to prepare for March 
4. Mr. Andrews has also been appointed a member of the Execu- 
tive Committee of the United Confederate Veterans Convention, 
to be held here some time in June, 1917. 


Report Distribution Plan Has Fallen Through 
[SPECIAL TO THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

Wasuineton, D. C., December 27, 1916,.—There is an apparently 
well founded rumor here that the news print distribution plan, as 
Suggested before the Federal Trade Commission on December 15, 
has fallen through. There is to be an executive session here to- 
morrow of the committees working on this plan, but no definite 
results are expected to be reached. 


Another Idle Mill to Reopen 


The Hadley plant of the Union Bag & Paper Company, idle for 
several years, will be open and turning out a good product next 
month, according to Edward G. Barratt, president of the Hadley 
Paper Corporation, under which name the mills will now be 
operated. 

The plant consists of a paper mill with six beating engines and 
three Jordan engines, which formerly turned out 54,000 pounds 
of bag and manila per day, and a ground wood mill with three 
Harper Fourdriniers and a capacity of 14,000 pounds a day. The 
mills are situated on the west bank of the Hudson, have good 
water power, and are in excellent condition. 

The plant was practically put out of business by labor troubles 
four or five years ago, and for the past two years has been com- 
It was purchased several weeks ago by Mr. 
Barratt, formerly president of the Union Bag & Paper Company, 
and Fred S. Rogers, formerly assistant treasurer of the company. 
The Hadley Paper Corporation, capitalized at $300,000, with Mr. 
Barratt as president, and Mr. Rogers as secretary-treasurer, was 
formed for the purpose, and the mill is already being well over- 
hauled with the purpose of putting it in operation at once. 

Two of the machines will be started in January, while the third 
will be altered to a cylinder machine to make chip board for con- 
tainers. The ground wood mill, which supplies the paper mill, 
is now in operation. The plant employs about 60 operatives.

Waste Material Dealers Hold Quarterly Meeting 


The questions of freight embargoes and of employers’ liability 
insurance divided the attention of the quarterly meeting of the 
National Association of Waste Material Dealers, which was held 
at the Hotel Astor last week Wednesday. The committee ap- 
pointed to investigate the railroad embargoes on freight reported 
that it could find little encouragement for the belief that condi- 
tions would quickly improve. 

A plan was presented by Royden Williamson of the New York 
State Insurance Fund under which members of the association 
might benefit by co-operating in taking out employers’ liability 
insurance in this State. His explanation of the possibility was 
followed by an interesting discussion, but no definite action was 
taken at the time. 

New methods of grading and packing, which have been adopted 
by a number of packers, were discussed, and highly approved as 
a move toward better standards. The improved methods are 
making buyers place more confidence in the quality of their pur- 
chases. 

President Louis Birkenstein presided; amd the meeting was 
attended by a round hundred of members from all localities. It 
was preceded by meetings of the several divisions which make 
up the organization. 


Star Paper Mill to Resume Soon 


Mancuester, N. Y., December 26, 1916.—The Star Paper Mill 
property with its large buildings in the village of Shortsville, 
which has been idle for many years, has been leased to a com- 
pany from Watertown, N. Y., which is making needed repairs, and 
inside of six weeks it is expected that paper will be made in 
as large quantities as it was nearly half a century ago. 

The business name of the firm is the Shortsville Paper Manu- 
facturing Company, which consists of E. M. Hall, M. D. Nutting 
and Benjamin Hall, all of Watertown. About thirty men will be 
required to operate this mill, ten of which will be paper makers. 


Mill B of The International Paper Company’s plant at Cadyville, 
ten miles west of Plattsburgh, N. Y., which had been used as a 
storehouse for some time, was destroyed by fire recently. Con- 
siderable old machinery was burned. 
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$1,000,000 GOVERNMENT MILL 
IS REPORTED FAVORABLY 


Tremendous Pressure Behind the Bill and the Chances of Its 
Being Passed Are Said to Be Very Good—Committee in 
Reporting the Bill Takes Advantage of the Opportunity 
to Say Strong Things About the Paper Trade—Paper 
Men, Among Other Things, Are Charged With Being 
“Grasping Combines’—Full Text of the Tavenner Bill 
Reported by the Committee. 7 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

WasuIncTon, D. C., December 26, 1916.—As predicted in last 
week’s issue of the PAPER TRADE JoURNAL, the House Committee 
on Printing has favorably reported out Tavenner’s bill for the 
erection of a $1,000,000 government-owned paper and pulp mill. 

Representative Barnhart, of Indiana, is chairman of the commit- 
tee and quite naturally both he and Representative Tavenner of 
Illinois, the author of the bill, both being newspaper publishers, 
were in favor of it. The third and only other member of the com- 
mittee, Representative Kiess of Pennsylvania, was not in favor of 
the bill, but did not put in a minority report and he has been out 
of town for some days and so could not be reached for his views. 
It is understood, however, that he is opposed to any government- 
owned propositions of the kind. 

The bill has already (during the first session of this Congress) 
been printed in full in the Paper TrADE JouRNAL, and it will be 
remembered that it called for a mill having a capacity of some 50 
tons of paper per day. The committee “reports it back with the 
recommendation that the bill do pass,” after having it under con- 
sideration. No hearings were held. 

The trade may think that the bill has no chance to pass at this 
or any other session and there may be precedent for such a view, 
but it is understood on mighty good authority that there is tre- 
mendous pressure behind this bill and there is a good chance, 
owing to the present paper situation, that it will come very near 
passing. In the report the committee takes special care to “knock” 
the paper trade as much as possible. 


What Is Promised. 


In part the committee says: 

“The committee believes that a print paper mill owned and 
operated by the government will accomplish the following pur- 
poses: 

“First. Provide an adequate supply of print paper at all times 
and at a fair price, thus protecting the government from the 
grasping combines that now refuse to furnish necessary paper for 
the operations of the government except at exorbitant and non- 
competitive prices. 

“Second. Obtain for newspaper publishers and the printing 
trade in general definite information as to the cost of the manufac- 
ture of print paper, so as to likewise protect them from excessive 
charges by unscrupulous manufacturers, who seek under abnormal 
conditions, to advance their own selfish interest, entirely regardless 
of the public service performed by newspaper and other publishers 
in the distribution of necessary information to the people. 

“Third. Utilize the forests and water power on the public lands 
in the economical manufacture of paper for the benefit of the 
government and to prevent further waste of these resources which 
the paper interests are seeking to have withheld from competition 
with their monopolistic ownership of wood pulp and power sites. 

“Fourth. Furnish adequate and practical means for the develop- 
ment of the manufacture of paper from corn and cotton stalks 
and similar agricultural products, which would be a vast benefit 
to the farmers of this country in providing a profitable market for 
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a large portion of their products which now go to waste. The use 
of new fibres, other than wood, would also be of inestimable 
value in the conservation of the forests of the United States, the 
destruction of which is largely chargeable to their extravagant 
use in the manufacture of paper.” Taking up the question of the 
exorbitant prices for paper the committee, in its report, continues: 

“The government of the United States has long been at the 
mercy of paper combines and monopolies that undoubtedly have 
profited excessively in furnishing paper to the Government Print. 
ing Office, which is one of the largest consumers of paper in the 
world. This situation has become all the more intolerable during 
the past year, when the paper manufacturers have taken advantage 
of conditions alleged to have been due to the European war to de- 
mand still more exorbitant prices for their products. Some of the 
manufacturers even repudiating their contracts with the govern- 
ment, though these contracts provided in several instances for 
increases amounting to more than 50 per cent above the price paid 
for the same paper last year. These contractors, while refusing 
to furnish paper under their agreement ending March 1, 1917, 
demanded two and three times their contract price when the gov- 
ernment sought to make open market purchases of the paper neces- 
sary to continue operations of the Government Printing Office, 
Even at these outrageous prices the Public Printer was unable to 
obtain any real competition, practically only one bid being submit- 
ted in most instances and that by the company which had refused 
to continue furnishing paper to the government at its contract 
price. In other words, there seems to be a mutual understanding 
among the paper trade to refrain from competitive bidding for 
government business. This conduct on the part of certain paper 
has created a most serious situation. At times the 
government has had the greatest difficulty to obtain sufficient paper 
to print the necessary records of the government.”

The Question of Competition. 


In taking up the question of “no competition for contracts” the 
committee continues: 

“The present situation only accentuates the condition that has 
long prevailed in the purchase of paper for the Government Print- 
ing Office. Though the Joint Committee on Printing, which awards 
the contracts for paper, has made every effort in its power to 
secure adequate competition and fair prices for paper for the 
Government Printing Office, the fact remains that there has been 
but little competition for the government’s business. It has been 
charged that prospective bidders have sometimes held informal 
meetings before submitting their proposals to the government and 
have allotted different items among themselves, putting in non- 
competitive bids accordingly. Every effort has been made to 
break up this practice and to obtain sufficient evidence to prose- 
cute the guilty parties, but, as in nearly all cases of collusion, it has 
been impossible to obtain evidence sufficiently conclusive for court 
proceedings. 

“This question of collusion among paper manufacturers to ad- 
vance prices or otherwise in restraint of trade was gone into very 
carefully by a select committee of the House which made a pulp 
and paper investigation in 1908. That committee in its report 
stated that ‘considerable evidence was presented which might 
excite suspision that such combinations had been made and were in 
existence.’ 

“It seems, therefore, that the only course left for the government 
to pursue is to engage in the manufacture of paper for itself, and 
in this regard it is very fortunately situated in the ownership of 
practically everything necessary to carry out the enterprise success- 
fully. The establishment of a government paper mill was carefully 
considered by the committee of government paper experts which 
prepares the annual specifications of paper required for the public 
printing and binding, under the direction of the Joint Committee

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PAPER STOCKS IN CANADA 
DECLINE ON PEACE TALK 


Both Insiders and General Public Badly Hit and a Serious 
Situation Is Said to Have Been Created fer Some of the 
New Companies Who Have Been Putting Large Blocks 
of Stocks on the Market—Panic on the Whole, However, 
May Have a Wholesome Effect—Conditions Governing 
the Future of the News Print Industry Continue Uncer- 
tain—May Affect Exports. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

MontTREAL, Que., December 26, 1916.—The Christmas week has 
not been at all a happy one for the speculators in paper stocks. 
The opening up of negotiations for peace by Germany, followed by 
President Wilson’s unexpected note, caused just as much a panic 
in the stock market here as in New York, and paper stocks par- 
ticipated to the full in the general crash. Both the insiders and 
the general public were badly hit, and a serious situation was 
created for several of the new companies of large capitalization 
who have been putting large blocks of stock on the market. At 
the same time, paper men feel that the panic has had on the whole 
a wholesome effect, because there is no doubt that speculators 
were going beyond all reason in the general skyrocketing of paper 
stocks. 

Uncertainty Regarding News Print Situation. 


There is still a good deal of uncertainty among news print 
manufacturers as to the future conditions governing their business. 
Representatives of the big Canadian mills have been having a busy 
time attending the federal inquiry at Washington into news print 
conditions, and also a similar inquiry which has been under way 
at Ottawa by the Canadian Government. The whole question of 
Canadian exports may be much affected by either or both of these 
inquiries, and the outcome of them naturally is a matter of great 
interest. 

Concern Has New Car Service Rule. 


Some concern has been expressed by the paper mill men over 
the new car service rules that the railways propose, under which 
they are endeavoring to obtain a penalty up to 4 per day for 
cars that are held over the specified time for unloading. The 
railways claim that a heavy penalty of this kind is absolutely neces- 
sary to prevent cars being used as warehouses in this time of car 
shortage. Another source of anxiety to them from a shipping 
point of view are the new American Railway Association rules 
restricting the movement of empty foreign cars from a home route 
in order to get a return load. This is considered likely to affect 
the car supply of some of the smaller lines, which is none too 
good now, and to add another complication to the shipping of 
paper to the United States. 


General Trade Notes. 

F. H. Biermans, managing director of the Belgo-Canadian Pulp 
& Paper Company, Shawinigan Falls, has just got back from a trip 
to London and Holland. R. F. Hammond, secretary of the Ha 
Ha Bay Sulphite Company, has sailed for England for a month's 
trip in the interests of the business. 

The North American Pulp & Paper Company are now loading 
24 cars of pulp per day for United States points from Chicoutimi. 
This is a total of 500 tons per day.

Paper Mills in Prairie Provinces 


In the current issue of Conservation, a monthly bulletin pub- 
lished by the Commission of Conservation, Ottawa, Canada, is 
printed the following: 

Thus far, the pulp and paper industry in Canada has been limited 
to the provinces of Ontario, Quebec, New Brunswick, Nova Scotia 
and British Columbia. Now, however, the beginning of a large 
development in the prairie provinces is foreshadowed by the an- 
rouncement that a pulp and paper mill is to be erected in Manitoba, 
at a point 250 miles northwest of Winnepeg. 

Each of the prairie provinces contains large quantities of timber 
suitable for pulpwood, and the present great demand for pulp 
and paper from Canada will undoubtedly stimulate the develop- 
ment of these important resources in the Northwest. Were it 
not for the enormous change done in past years by forest fires, 
these developments might easily rival those of the Eastern 
provinces. Large supplies still remain, however, although to the 
extent of only a fraction of what they once were. On the other 
hand, vast areas contain young forest growth, on lands previously 
burned over, and if fires éan be kept out there will be an oppor- 
tunity for the permanent maintenance of a number of pulp and 
paper mills in the prairie provinces. Protection of the forests 
from fire is the one prime essential.

Factory at North Wilbraham, Mass., Is Now Owned 
by President of Whiting & Cook, Inc., Manufacturers of 
Papeteries—American Writing Paper Co. Pays $425,000 
in Interest to Holders of 5 Per Cent. Gold Bonds— 
Section of Mt. Tom Paper Co. Is Given by the American 
Writing Co. for a Paper Making School.

Hotyoxe, Mass., December 26, 1916.—Of considerable interest 
to the paper trade will be the announcement that Samuel R. Whit- 
ing, formerly connected with the Whiting Paper Company of this 
city, and now president of Whiting & Cook, Inc., has acquired 
control of the Collins Manufacturing Company at North Wilbra- 
ham, Mass., manufacturer of ioft dried writing papers. 

Mr. Whiting has had a minority stock interest in the company 
since the death of his father, the late Hon. William Whiting, and 
through the purchase now of a block of stock from the estate of 
a Holyoke banker he has been able to gain control of a majority 
stock. For some years past the Collins Manufacturing Company 
has been operated as a division mill of the Whiting Paper Com- 
pany. 

Mr. Whiting is also president of Whiting & Cook, Inc., and since 
assuming the presidency of this firm a year or more ago, it has 
shown remarkable development and is now one of Holyoke’s 
youngest and most promising concerns in the paper industry. 
The annual meeting of the Collins Manufacturing Company will 
be held next month. 


New Owners of Upper Crane Bros.’ Mill 

The new owners of the upper Crane Brothers’ paper mill at 
Westfield, which was recently sold, as was announced in last 
week’s issue of the Paper TraADE JouRNAL, is the Mars Paper 
Corporation. The Mars Paper Corporation is organized under 
the laws of Delaware, but a certificate has already been filed with 
the authorities of the State of Massachusetts, to comply with the 
legal requirements. The principal officers of the new concern are: 
Maurice O’Meara, of New York, president; F. J. Marshall, of 
Easton, Penn., vice-president and general manager; Elwood S. 
Brinker, of Easton, Penn., assistant manager, and J. B. White, of 
New York, treasurer. The president of the Mars Paper Corpora- 
tions, Maurice O’Meara, is also president of the Maurice O’Meara 
Company, the large New York paper house. Both Mr. Marshall 
and Mr. Brinker will make their home in Westfield, and are for 
the present stopping at the Park Square Hotel. 

As was stated by Vice-President Marshall in last week’s Paper 
TraDE JourNAL, the plant is now undergoing the necessary 
changes and improvements for the manufacture of high grade 
lightweight papers. Operations, according to Mr. Marshall, will 
be begun as soon as these changes are completed with a payroll 
of about 60 hands. Mr. Marshall has had many years experience 
in paper making and also made for himself a reputation for in- 
venting paper-making machinery. All the other members of the 
firm are long on experience in this line of manufacture, and con- 
sider prospects exceedingly good for a thriving business. 


For a Paper Making School 
The American Writing Paper Company, through its president, 
Arthur C. Hastings, has offered Superintendent of Schools T. F. 
McSherry, for the vocational school, the use of a section of the 
Mt. Tom Paper Company, division of the American Writing Paper 
Company, as a school to conduct classes in the art of paper-making. 
The offer of the American Writing Paper Company is made sub- 
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sequent to the agreement entered into by the American Writing 
Paper Company and other Holyoke paper-mills with the Voca- 
tional School in co-operating with each other for the creation of 
a large paper-making school, that will teach the pupils the paper- 
making business from A to Z. The offer of the American Writing 
Paper Company is a very generous one and the only guarantee 
the company asks for is that the school board maintain the struc- 
ture, while it is offered free of rent to the city. 

The Holyoke Vocational School has now under consideration 
two plans. One the establishment of a school of paper-making at 
the Mt. Tom Paper Company and the location of a machine shop 
work classes and kindred trades to be conducted as part of the 
Vocational School system. The other plan is to secure the co- 
operation of the Massachusetts State Board of Education in the 
establishment of a school for paper-making classes in Holyoke 
for the entire paper-making industry, and that would prove benefi- 
cial to not only the local trade followers but to those from other 
cities who would take up the paper-making course. 


American to Pay $425,000 in Interest 

Although slightly belated, the American Writing Paper Com- 
pany will sent out practically $425,000 in Christmas presents next 
week. The $425,000 goes to the holders of the American Writing 
Paper Company’s $17,000,000 5 per cent. gold bond stock. The 
interest on the gold bonds falls due semi-annually, July and Jan- 
uary 1. 

It will be remembered with interest that it was just 18 months 

ago that the directors of the American Writing Paper Company 
voted for a plan calling for a reorganization of the finances of 
the company, because at that time, it was considered by the com- 
pany, that owing to poor business, it had failed to earn sufficient 
money to pay the interest on the $17,000,000 gold bonds. A reor- 
ganization committee and a bondholders protective committee was 
appointed, one to look after the interests of the bondholders and 
the other to suggest or formulate some plan on which a reorgani- 
zation could be effected. A month later the affairs of the com- 
pany took another rather sudden turn, and the directors voted to 
pay the interest after all. 
Since that time the interest has been paid with regularity, and 
will again be paid on January 1, next week, according to a 
statement made by Arthur C. Hastings, president of the company, 
when interviewed by the Paper TrapeE JourNAL’s correspondent 
to-day. Although the reorganization and bondholders’ protective 
committees would, it was stated when they were created, continue 
active in the plans for reorganization, nothing has been heard 
irom either, although rumors are frequent that the directors will 
yet consider plans for a scaling down of the company’s finances 
and a reorganization. It would not be surprising if some such 
action would be taken by the directors of the company at their 
annual meeting early next year. 


M. C. Pfahler Resigns from American Writing 


M. C. Pfahler, purchasing agent for the American Writing Paper 
Company, has resigned his position and retires with the kindest 
feeling of confidence on the part of the management of the Ameri- 
can Writing Paper Company. Mr, Pfahler has been with the 
company since its incorporation in 1899. Mr. Pfahler started his 
paper-making career in June, 1869, as billing clerk and bookkeeper 
for the Parsons Paper Company. In 1872 he was made paymaster, 
and in 1875 superintendent, which position he held until appointed 
purchasing agent of the American Writing Paper Company. He 
has been in the paper-making business for nearly a half century, 
during which time he was only actively engaged in the operatior 
of the mills with which he has been connected, but having also 
built the Parsons Paper Company on Sargeant street while con- 
nected with that company. Mr. Pfahler has been confined to his 


home here for some time because of ill health, and it is believed 
that this is the cause for his retirement.

One of the very generous bonus distributions made in this sec- 
tion was that of the Thilmany Pulp and Paper Company, of 
Kaukauna, last week. Several years ago the company announced 
it would give to all its employees a bonus of 6 per cent of their 
wages, and this has been done ever since. A couple of days ago, 
however, announcement was made that the company would pay 
an additional bonus of 10 per cent this year, making a total of 16 
per cent received by all employees. Lhe aggregate of this bonus 
was approximately $20,000. The Thilmany Company has on its 
payrolls at the present time about 400 men. Most of them have 
been on the payroll for many years and practically all of them 
for longer than six months so that all but a very few will benetit 
by the additional ten per cent bonus. The Thilmany Company 
was the first corporation in the Fox River valley to announce the 
adoption of the bonus system. 


Granby Paper Co. Constructing New Breakwater 

Futon, N. Y., December 26, 1916.—The Granby Pulp & Paper 
Company is rushing work on a new breakwater, which separates 
the tailrace of the plant from the river proper, to have the wall 
in shape before the high water in the spring. Every spring it 
has been necessary during the high water to have watchmen em- 
ployed night and day on the wall. 

Several years ago the company set out about one hundred pop- 
lar trees on the northern end of the embankment to bind the 
wall. The trees serve to strengthen the wall. However, during 
the past two high water seasons, the company has experienced 
considerable diffculty in keeping the water back at a point directly 
opposite the plant. 

A reinforcing wall of stone has been built by Contractor E. J. 


Carver on the river side of the embankment for a distance 
about 300 feet.

NEWS PRINT MILL IN CANADA 








Identity of the Promoters, However, Has Not Yet Been Dis- 
closed—Small Publishers Are Increasing Their Subscrip- 
tion Rates and Large Ones Are Expected to Do So If the 
Paper Situation Does Not Improve—Geo. H. Harvey, 
of Gardner-Harvey Paper Co., Collects Large Amount of 
Money for Relief of Belgian Children-—Mead Pulp and 
Paper Co. and Others Present Help With Christmas Gifts.

Dayton, Ohio, December 26, 1916.—It is reported that a number 
of Ohio publishers are planning to erect their own paper mill in 
Canada though the identity of the promoters has not been learned. 
This report followed closely the investigation which was started 
during the past fortnight in Washington, of the print paper situa- 
tion in the United States. Some of the small weekly publishers 
have increased their prices and several of the publishers of large 
dailies are expected to increase the subscription price shortly if 
the situation does not improve. That this step has already not 
been taken is due entirely to the fact that the publishers are 
receiving their supplies on old contracts. 

Charitable Work at Middletown. 


It will be interesting to the trade at this season to note that 
Middletown’s public hospital, which is largely used for the benefit 
of mill employees and office men, will have two additions at a cost 
of $25,000. At a meeting of the Middletown Hospital Association 
it was decided that the city was entitled to an institution equipped 
with all modern appliances and that an efficient and an adequate 
organization should be maintained. For some time the board of 
trustees has been confronted with the necessity of establishing 
a nurses’ training home and a maternity ward. It was decided that 
some of the needed improvements could be obtained by erecting 
wings to the present hospital and that by the erection of a separate 
nurses’ home the institution would meet all modern requirements. 

Another interesting feature of charitable work in Middletown 
developed during the week preceding Christmas when a commit- 
tee headed by George H. Harvey, of the Gardner-Harvey Paper 
Company, collected several thousand dollars to be sent to Europe 
for the relief of Belgian children who have had insufficient food 
} tc sustain them properly. Mr. Harvey was nobly assisted by 


many Middletownans, some of whom are identified with the paper 
trade.

Remember Employees. 


The employees of the R, A. Kelly Cordage Company at Xenia 
yesterday received a Christmas basket with the week’s pay.

Norwegian Wood Pulp and Paper Mills Combine 

The tendency in the wood pulp, cellulose, and paper industries 
of Norway in recent years has been toward centralization, says 
Consul General Dennison of Christiania, with the result that there 
are now two strong combinations in existence, the one known as 
the Union Company and the other as the Borregaard Company. 
According to reports the former is now seeking to absorb the 
latter. 

A contest is on between these two groups and the forest owners’ 
association, owing to the high timber prices recently fixed by the 
association for the coming season. Both sides are well organized 
and powerful, so that readings between them are subject more or 
less to compromise. The lumber mills, however, are not so strong 
and are compelled to pay the enhanced prices demanded, with the 
result that the cost of building material has risen considerably. 

The pulpwood mills which in 1914 were paying 13 crowns 
($3.48) per cubic meter for timber, are now obliged to pay 25 
crowns, and it is reported that 30 crowns has been demanded. 
Under such conditions it may become impossible for the Nor- 
wegian mills to continue to compete in the foreign markets and 
some anxiety exists regarding the future of the industries con- 
cerned. 

A great deal of timber is being cut this year in the Drammen 
district, but labor is scarce and difficult to obtain even at the 
increased wages offered. Cutters are receiving $2.70 to $3.20 per 
days and drivers as high as $5.40. The larger part of the 6,000,000 
logs that will be cut this season will be handled through the 
forest owners’ mutual selling association. Some lumber dealers 


have purchased cutting rights in order to become independent of 
this association. 


Dyestuff Census to Remain Secret 


If the dyestuffs census, prepared by Dr. Thomas H. Norton, 
the government expert, is to be presented to the United States 
Senate in full it must be called for by a resolution introduced 
by some one other than Senator William Hughes of New Jersey, 
who, it was said, had been counted upon by manufacturers inter- 
ested to take the initiative. 

The senator, in explaining the situation, said: “I have not 
received a single request from any source, except Dr. Norton 
for the printing of the coriplete dyestuffs census, and as I have 
a large part of the dyestuff industry in my State, I concluded that 
there was no need for introducing a resolution for that purpose. 


I have heard of no protests against publishing the information 
proposed to be printed.”

Paper Concerns In Neighboring Towns Also in One Way or 
Another Make Provisions to Add Substantially to the In- 
comes of Their Employees—Remington Paper and Power 
Co. Elects New Directors—Mark S. Wilder is Elected 
President—W. T. Libby Resigns as Superintendent to 


Manage DeGrasse Paper Co., and Is Succeeded By W. 
D. Gregory—Bad Freight Congestion.

Watertown, N. Y., December 25, 1916.—Thousands of dollars 
are being given to the paper mill employees in this section by mill 
owners. The men are receiving liberal bonuses in many cases, 
and in others substantial advances in wages are being made. 

The St. Regis Paper Company is preparing a schedule of 
bonuses to be paid the men during the coming year. Just how 
much this will be is not known, but General Manager C. C. Burns 
has notified the men at the mills that a substantial one is being 
figured out. 

Knowlton Brothers, Inc., have also announced a bonus system, 
but the exact figures are not named. The first of the year the 
men in the Remington Paper and Power Company group will 
receive an increase in wages, but the figure is not stated as yet by 
President Mark S. Wilder.. 

Last Saturday the men at the Carthage Sulphite Pulp & Paper 
Company were presented with $5 each as a bonus. On Thanks- 
giving Day this company gave either a turkey or a two-dollar 
bill. The West End Paper Company will present a cash bonus 
to its men. 

The Taggart Paper Company has granted money to its men. 
A donation to the unions at Great Bend and Felts Mills of 
$100 for an Xmas fund was made, and besides this $2.50 was 
given each man as a present. 

The three hundred employees of the Taggart Brothers Paper 
Company will receive a monthly bonus of 10 per cent. This will 
amount to approximately $15,000 a year. 

The employees of the Racquette River Paper Company at Potts- 
dam were given an extra check for 10 per cent. of their earnings 
during the past six months. Together with other advancements 
this will equal about a 40 per cent. increase in the payroll, adding 
fully $60,000 to the labor department. 

The men of the Newton Falls Paper Company were granted 
a bonus of $7 a month until further notice. This is equal to 
about 10 per cent. in wages. The employees reciprocated by pre- 
senting President Frank L. Moore with a very valuable solid 
gold watch, and Miss F. T. Helmer, treasurer of the company, 
with a diamond studded bracelet. 


Remington Co. Elects Directors. 


The new owners of the Remington Paper and Power Company 
elected new directors at the regular monthly meeting held last 
week, All the old directors of the company except President 
M. S. Wilder tendered their resignations, and the following new 
members were elected to the board: W. P. Leach, M. A. Hanna, 
C. H. Harma and Ralph B. Maltby, of Cleveland, Ohio; G. M. 
Seaman, of Chicago, and Joseph M. Seaman, of New York City. 

The new officers elected are: Mark S. Wilder, president; Mark 
A. Hanna, vice-president; Ralph B. Maltby, treasurer, and Francis 
M. Hugo, secretary. 

Mark A. Manna will assist Mr. Wilder in his duties, but Carl 
H. Hanna will be in charge of the pulp wood supply, and will 
have supervision of the operating department. 
will have charge of the sales department. 

In addition to the change in the board of directors, the resigna-

tion of Superintendent W. T. Libby was received. He has 
accepted the superintendency and management of the DeGrasse 
Paper Company, and W. D. Gregory has been engaged to take 
his place in the Remington group. The actual change is to take 
place the first of the year. 


An Instance of Freight Congestion. 


Freight congestion conditions are being felt at the present time 
by shippers in this section. It is said that it is almost impossible 
in some instances to get a car load to any distant destination, 
A local paper company has just had a concrete experience in this 
respect. A car load of paper for a Boston concern was loaded 
at the mill of the Continental Paper Bag Company in this city. 
Efforts were made to send it through the usual route by way of 
New York, but on account of congestion down the West Shore, 
and about New York, it was impossible to make the shipment 
that way. It finally became necessary to send the car by way of 
Norwood and Rouse’s Point, and on to Boston by that round- 
about way. It involved an additional freight cost of $12 in this 
case. Some of the local shippers complain that it is not hard 
to secure orders galore, especially in the paper business, but the 
greatest difficulty lies.in the delivery. 


More Inquiry for Pulp in Norway 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Otrawa, Canada, December 26, 1916.—The Norwegian paper 
and wood-pulp market is intelligently reported upon by C. E. 
Sontum, Canadian Commercial Agent at Christiania, Norway, this 
week. 

He states that by the prolonged absence of orders for cellulose 
prices have not really been tested. There has been more inquiry 
for mechanical, but until the tug-of-war over log prices now going 
on is settled, holders will not commit themselves. At the time of 
Mr. Sontum’s writing—November 20—he said no logs had been 
purchased. 

He reports that American buyers are still in the market for 
chemical wood-pulp in order to cover their needs for the present 
winter. The prospect that negotiations which have been begun 
with England may lead to the granting on a large scale of export 
licenses for wood-pulp to that country seems to have had a stimu- 
lating effect on the sales to the United States, for there exists, 
no doubt, that if an arrangement can be made with the British 
Government for the export of a large quantity of wood-pulp, 
there will be very little left for other markets during the imme- 
diate future. Price quotations are firm and unaltered. 

Mr. Sontum reports that present circumstances have caused 20 
paper plants, or nearly 20 per cent. of the total number of paper 
plants in Norway, to close up, with more likely to follow suit. 
The shares of the Aaadalen Pulp Mills have been sold to forest 
proprietors of the district for $240,000. 


Minnesota Wants State-Owned Paper Mill 


St. Paut, Minn., December 26, 1916.—Attorney-General Lyndon 
A. Smith has given personal attention to drafting a bill for in- 
troduction in the next Legislature toward the establishment of 
State-owned paper mills on State timber lands, as proposed by the 
Minnesota Editorial Association following the conclusion that the 
situation as to the 1917 supply of print paper is so serious as 
to threaten discontinuance of many Minnesota newspapers. 

Although the State Supreme Court more than 20 years ago ruled 
adversely on a proposal that the State engage in commercial busi- 
ness, the attorney-general said, conditions have greatly changed 
and he hoped to draw a bill that would stand the constitutionality 
and all other tests and afford the desired relief to the Minnesota 
newspaper publishers as well as returning the advantages promised 
to the State.

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PAPER DEMAND IN CHICAGO 
IS NOW SEASONABLY QUIET 


Jobbing Houses Are Preparing for the Tedious Work of Stock 
Taking—RMills Still Behind on Their Orders and There 
Is No Immediate Need for Mill Agents to Be Solicitous 
About Future Business—Railroads Said to be Doing More 
Satisfactory Work in Rushing Coal to the Paper Mills of 
the Middle West—Paper Mill Men Complain of Money 
Conditions at Local Banks. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Cuicaco, December 24, 1916.—A general truce seemed to have 
been declared by common consent during the closing two weeks 
of the year in the paper trade, and in the mill offices and jobbing 
houses about the city there was much more talk about holiday 
plans and presents to friends than about orders and prices. The 
jobbing houses are now getting ready for the tedious work of 
taking stock, and during the next few days the droning voice of 
the caller, wrestling with the huge blue-covered rolls and pack- 
ages, will be heard in dozens of paper warehouses. The mill men 
are inclined to take things easy during the holiday period. The 
demand has slackened a little during the past month, but the mills 
ate still weeks behind on their orders, and there is no urgent 
occasion, as yet, for the mill agents to break their backs in the 
solicitation of business. 


Paper Houses Queried by Trade Commission 


Questions from the Federal Trade Commission have been re- 
ceived by paper houses here, asking for information as to the 
amount of news print paper on hand, the amount ordered, and the 
probable amount in the immediate vicinity. The Federal Trade 
Commission seems to be going on the theory, according to the 
jobbers who have heard from that body, that there is ample news 
print in the country—somewhere—to meet the demands of the 
publishers, and that the reason it is not on the market is because 
its appearance would be a signal for a price decline. Nevertheless, 
the paper houses which have received the inquiries are answering 
them to the best of their ability, although accurate information is 
hard to give. 


Railroads Doing More Satisfactory Work 


The railroads are doing better in the work of rushing coal to 
the famine-stricken mills and factories of the Middle West. Mill 
agents here last week received word from headquarters to the 
effect that deliveries are now being made, although not in the 
quantity desired. The Illinois Public Utilities Commission spent 
the entire week working on the coal problem. Railroad presi- 
dents and heads of the big coal companies were called upon for 
suggestions as to the untangling of the situation, of which the car 
congestion in the east is said to be the primal cause. 


Big Demand for Cartons 

Carton manufacturers say there has been a heavy recent increase 
in the demand from oleomargarine manufacturers, due to the wider 
use which that product has enjoyed since the price of butter went 
out of sight. There is talk of a modification of the taxes now 
imposed on the oleo industry, and if this is done it means a heavy 
increase in the output of colored oleo in packages for table use. 
Chicago now produces more oleo than any city in the world. 


General Trade Notes 
Fairbanks, Morse & Co., the well-known scale concern, will 


establish a permanent pension fund, available to those who have 
been in the employ of the company for twenty years, and who 


have reached certain age limits, The establishment of the fund 
was announced last week, and is intended by the company as its 
Christmas present to its employees.

Varner, who has led the fight of Southern publishers at the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission’s hearings, and Editor Weaver, of the 
Durham Sun, said tonight they have assurances of ample capital 
to back the project. 

“We feel sure the capital is at hand,” said Weaver tonight. 

“We have all the right kind of timber land we need. And we 
can get it reasonably enough to be able to sell news print paper 
at a good profit and still cut lower than the ruinous prices the 
paper trust is charging—when it designs to sell us paper. 

“Naturally the plant will be run chiefly for the benefit of South- 
ern publishers. But we'll do all the business we can outside, once 
we get started.”

Charles F. Bassett, member of the New York firm of Bassett & 
Sutphin, paper merchants, of 54 Lafayette street, died December 
20 at his home at Summit, N. J., “Fairview.” Death 
an attack of pneumonia which lasted ten days.

E. F. Woodhead, who has been superintendent of the Le- 
high Paper Mills at Pittston, Pa., for the past three years, has 
disposed of his stock in the company and resigned his position. 
His plans for the future have not been decided as yet. 

Contractor Rhinelander, who is erecting the new pulp plant for 
the Underwood Pulp and Paper Mills, Inc., Plattsburgh, N. Y., 
has the forms all ready for pouring the concrete and it is ex- 
pected that the construction of the plant will be rapidly pushed 
forward. 

Work continues to be rushed at the paper mill of the Wheat 
Paper Company at Petoskey, Mich., and soon pulp making opera- 
tions will probably be resumed after being discontinued since fire 
destroyed the paper making part of the plant and damaged the 
pulp mill and power plant. 

Following the recent strike for higher pay of some of the 
operatives in the mill of the Continental Paper Bag Company, at 
Rumford, Me., a general increase in wages of 10 per cent. was 
granted to all the employees. This makes a total increase of 25 
per cent. to be granted during the past year. 

Rapid progress is being made in putting the factory of Thomas 
F. Garvan in Burnside, Conn., into shape for the manufacture of 
paper. F. B. Oldham, who will be general manager and super- 
intendent of the plant, has a force of men at work making neces- 
sary repairs. If his present plans are carried out, one of the 
machines will be started some time next week. 

A paper mill may be purchased by the Bay Counties Press 
Association, which met recently at Santa Rosa, Cal., as a means of 
solving the problem of the high cost of news print. It was pointed 
out that publishers in the organization were compelled to pay $7 
a ton for ton lots of paper and $6 for carload lots. They believe 
the ownership of their own mill will solve the problem. 

The new section built at the Valley mill of the Smith Paper 
Company, at Lee, Mass, was opened to the workers Monday morn- 
ing and before the week is out the entire new building will be 
in full operation. This building contains a rag room, bleach and 
washer rooms, and ground floor drainers, and will be a great 
help toward turning out a larger product. The buildings at the 
Eagle mill are ccmpleted and a force of men are now engaged in 
setting up one of the paper machines. 

An addition is being built to the machine room of the Falulah 
Paper Company, South Fitchburg, Mass., and it will not be long 
before the mill will take on more employees. Aside from the many 
other additions and improvements which have been made at the 
mill a large dining room and recreation hall has been built and 
will be formally dedicated in the near future. The room will af- 
ford the men a chance to eat their dinner together and it will 
also be used as a place for social gatherings. Lunches will be 
served to those who do not bring their dinners. 

The old plant of the Brookside Paper Company on Charter 
Oak street, South Manchester, Conn., that has been run for years, 
is now practically out of existence. The property has been 
bought by Cheney Brothers and all of the small buildings have 
been sold and must be removed from the premises on or before 
April 1, 1917. The machinery was sold to the Case Company 
last year after their plant was burned at Andover. The mill 
on Charter Oak street has been shut down for some time. The 
windows have been boarded up and it will remain idle until 
Cheney Brothers decide what to do with it. 

The lull in the work of the paper mills at Mittineague, Mass., 
which has been noticeable all fall, has been relieved, according 
to an announcement from officials of all the mills. Since last 
spring all of the mills at one time or another have had to lay off 
work occasionally, chiefly from shortage of orders, and the news 
that full time work would begin again for the winter was wel- 
comed by the employees. Both of the Agawam mills, which were 


run on hardly more than half time the past summer, have been 
shut down a good part of the time during November. The South- 
worth mill was shut down and the Strathmore mills have been 
affected the same way by the shortage. 


Changes in British Embargo List 

According to a cablegram from the American Consul-General 
at London, under date of December 20, additional prohibitions of 
exportation from England are the following: To all destinations 
—jute wrappers and surat tares (cotton goods), other than cov- 
erings of goods allowed by the customs; strontium compounds 
and mixtures containing such. To all non-British des- 
tinations—bags and sacks wholly or partly of jute, other than 
coverings of goods allowed by the customs; jute threads, piece 
goods wholly or partly of jute, jute webbing, jute yarns; tungsten 
ores, including ferberite, hubnerite, scheelite, and wolframite. To 
all European countries except allied countries and Spain—bags, 
wrappers, or sacks not specifically prohibited, except unwoven 
paper bags, other than coverings of goods allowed by the customs; 
ferrets; China fibre, Mauritius fibre, Mexican fibre, Mexican istle 
fibre; wine. 


International Brotherhood President Resigns 

John H. Malin, of Fort Edward, N. Y., president of the Inter- 
national Brotherhood of Pulp, Sulphite and Paper Mill Workers 
of the United States and Canada, has resigned as president and 
secretary of the Union today. A better business proposition is 
given as the chief reason of resignation, which is to take effect 
January 14. 

His successor is to be chosen at a special meeting in Albany on 
January 3. Malin has been an officer of the union for sixteen 
years, having been elected organizer and treasurer in 1900. In 
1909 he was elected president, holding this office continuously 
since. He organized the paper mill workers’ union sixteen years 
ago. 


Receiver for Fairbanks Fibre Box Co. 

Dayton, Ohio, December 18, 1916—The Common Pleas Court 
of Butler County has appointed Charles E, Aull, of Middletown, 
to act as receiver for the Fairbanks Fibre Box Company. The 
application for receivership was made by F. C. Carley, who alleged 
that there was grave danger of the company becoming insolvent. 
The company admitted all of the allegations and agreed to the 
appointment of a receiver. Receiver Aull gave bond in the sum 
of $10,000, with the Fidelity and Deposit Company of Maryland 
as surety. He will continue to operate the business.

on Printing.” Taking up the question of the utilization by the 
government of the forests and power sites of the National Forests 
the committee, in part, says: 

“Utilization of the forest reserves and water power sites now 
owned by the government is really one of the important features 
of the bill. It is a most wasteful policy to leave these government- 
owned forests and water power sites in idleness when they can 
br readily turned to such great advantage. This situation has been 
taken advantage of, undoubtedly, by the paper manufacturers to 
greatly increase the price of their own product, having no fear at 
present of competition from the materials that are locked up in 
the government’s vast storehouses.” 

The committee’s report is very long and goes into great detail, 
both regarding the matters quoted above and in other matters, 
including “estimates as to cost of the proposed mill,” “paper from 
waste plant fibres” and other matters, 
says: 


In concluding the report 


Safety from Paper Combine. 


“For the reasons set forth herein your committee is of the 
opinion that now is the proper time for the government to erect its 
own paper mill. The Government Printing Office uses approxi- 
mately 25 tons of print paper a day, and the needs of the other 
departments of the government would practically absorb the 
output of a 50-ton mill such as is proposed by the bill. The propo- 
sition, therefore, is not only practicable and feasible, but is also 
in the interest of economy and is intended to protect the govern- 
ment from the grasp of the paper combine which has at times 
seriously threatened the work of the government itself by refusing 
to furnish an adequate supply of paper. The government should 
never again be compelled to submit to the exorbitant demands of 
the paper manufacturers and dealers to whom it has been forced 
to yield during the past year. A government paper mill is just 
as necessary for the production and preservation of the printed 
records of Congress and the departments as is the Government 
Printing Office itself.” 

The Tavenner Bill. 


The Tavenner bill, in full as introduced, is as follows: 

Be it enacted, etc., That the Public Printer is hereby authorized 
and directed to provide, either by purchase or erection, or both, 
a pulp and paper mill or mills for the manufacture of print paper 
for the Government of the United States, said mill or mills to 
have a daily capacity of not less than 50 tons of paper; to be 
located at a place or places approved by the Joint Committee on 
Printing, with special reference to utilization of the forests, min- 
erals, water power, and other resources on the public lands. 

If the location or locations so selected are on the public lands, 
the President of the United States is hereby authorized and em- 
powered, in his judgment, to take from the lands of the United 
States such site or sites and the rights of way thereto as are 
necessary for the purpose of carrying out this act. And if the 
United States owns no suitable site or sites, authority is hereby 
given to acquire by purchase, condemnation, or gift such site or 
sites and the rights of way thereto as may be necessary. 

The Public Printer is further authorized to construct, maintain, 
and operate, at or on any site or sites so designated, dams, locks, 
improvements to navigation, power houses, and other plants and 
equipment necessary or convenient for generation of power and 
for the production of pulp and other materials required in the 
manufacture of print paper for the Government. 

Sec. 2. That for the purpose of manufacturing paper as pro- 
vided herein the Secretary of the Interior and the Secretary of 
Agriculture are hereby authorized and directed to sell to the Public 
Printer at a fair price such available wood, minerals, and other 
materials on the public lands under their respective jurisdictions 


as he may require; and the Secretary of Agriculture and the Sec- 
retary of Commerce are hereby authorized and directed to render 
such assistance to the Public Printer as he may request and they 
may deem necessary to carry out the purposes of this act in the 
construction and operation of a suitable plant for the manufacture 
of paper for the Government. If sufficient or suitable materials 
for the manufacture of paper cannot be obtained from the public 
lands, the Public Printer is hereby authorized to purchase such 
materials in the open market at the lowest and best prices obtain- 
able therefor after due advertisement; and he is hereby directed to 
give due consideration and encouragement by experiments or 
otherwise, in co-operation with the Department of Agriculture, 
to the manufacture of paper from corn and cotton stalks, cereal 
straws, grasses, and other fibrous plants. Paper manufactured 
under the supervision of the Public Printer shall conform to such 
standards and inspection as are provided for in the printing act 
approved January 12, 1895, and amendments thereof. 

Sec. 3. That the products of such mill or mills shall be used by 
the Public Printer for the public printing and binding to the extent 
that he may deem necessary, and any surplus which he shall de- 
termine is not so required shall be sold and disposed of by him 
at not less than cost, under such regulations as he may prescribe, 
with the approval of the Joint Committee on Printing, first con- 
sideration being given in the sale of such surplus to the needs of 
other branches of the Government service, which shall procure 
from the Public Printer at cost all the paper for their respective 
requirements that he may be able to furnish them. 

Sec. 4. That the Public Printer shall keep an accurate and 
itemized account of the cost per ton of the product of such mill 
or mills and publish an annual statement of the same, together 
with a detailed report of the operations, receipts, and disburse- 
ments of said mill or mills, as soon after July 1 of each year as 
possible. 

Sec. 5. That for the purposes of this act the sum of $1,000,000 
is hereby authorized to be appropriated, out of any money in the 
Treasury of the United States not otherwise appropriated. The 
expenditures for drafting, technical, expert, and clerical assistance 
necessary shall be paid from said appropriation, and the Public 
Printer is hereby authorized and empowered to employ such assis- 
tance as in his discretion may be necessary to enable him to carry 
out the purposes herein specified.

What the Export Figures Show 


The monthly summary of the foreign commerce of the United 


States has in the past few months assumed increased importance 
so far as the paper trade is concerned, and the fact that these 
figures are now issued more promptly than formerly is conse- 
auently greatly appreciated. The figures for October, which have 
just been issued, are, as has been the case recently, unusually 
interesting. 

The exports of paper of all descriptions and the manufactures 
of paper amounted to $3,777,915 for the month, which showed a 
slight increase for September when paper to the value of $3,463,803 
was sent abroad. For the ten months ending with October the 
exports of paper of all descriptions shipped abroad amounted to 
$31,976,012, as compared with $17,908,527 for the same period in 
1915, and $17,135,241 for the same period in 1914. 

Printing paper of all descriptions was sold abroad during October 
to the value of $1,375,938, which shows an increase of about 
$300,000 over September when the figures were $1,077,382. The 
total sales of printing paper for foreign countries for the ten 
months ending with October were $9,445,198, as compared with 
$3,869,931 for the same period in 1915, and $3,867,162 for the 
same period in 1914. 

News print to the value of $316,061 was sold abroad during the 
month, which shows a considerable decrease from September when 
the figures were $374,274. The sales of news print for abroad for 
the ten months ending with October amounted to $3,428,092, as 
compared with $2,261,050 for the ten months ending with October 
in 1915, and $2,498,095 for the same period in the preceding year. 

The exports of wrapping paper for October also showed a falling 
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off as compared with September, the figures for the former 
inonth being $318,362 and for the latter, $310,507. The value 
of wrapping paper sent abroad for the ten months ending with 
October amounted to $3,336,385, as compared with $1,359,664 for 
October, 1915, and $438,413 for October, 1914. 

The sales of writing paper and envelopes for October as com- 
pared with September were practically the same, the figures for 
the former month being $229,643, and for the latter, $229,157. For 
the ten months ending with October the export sales of these 
with $991,575 for 
October, 1915, and $924,504 for October of the preceding year. 

The exports of paper boards for October were $150,675, show- 


goods amounted to $1,884,112, as compared 


ing a slight falling off as compared with September when the sales 
were $156,346. The sales of this commodity for the ten months 
ending with October were $1,725,481, as compared with $349,349 
and $327,639 for the same periods in 1915 and 1914, respectively. 

The imports of all descriptions of paper for October showed a 
fair increase over September, the figures for the former being 
$2,482,371 and for the latter but $2,177,282. The figures for 
the ten months ending with October amounted to $23,140,174, as 
compared with $19,865,818 for October, 1915, and $22,930,160 for 
October in the preceding year. 

The total imports of printing paper were $1,624,994 for October, 
which showed a fair increase over September when the figures 
were $1,493,988. The imports for the ten months ending with 
October were $15,367,084, and $11,552,900 and $10,273,594, re- 
spectively, for the same periods in 1915 and 1914. 

The imports of wood pulp showed a generous increase in October 
over September, the figures for the former month being $2,636,069 
and for the preceding month only $1,933,077. The exports of 
wood pulp for the ten months ending with October were $17,175,- 
095, as compared with $13,751,592 for the same period in 1915, 
and $16,071,980 for the same period in 1914. 


Peace Would Not End Paper Prosperity

3ut foreign manufacturers will not be able to regain the supreme 
position they once held in the Spanish-American countries, for 
paper men in the United States have already entrenched them- 
selves too well in the new field. There would be a competition on 
equal footing, with the advantage on the side of the American 


producers if anything. The competition will naturally lower 
prices again slowly, but there will be nothing like a slump. In 
other words, the paper man who wants actual and not mere ap- 
parent prosperity need have no fear of the results of an early 
peace. 


Cost Accounting and Burden Application 


“Cost Accounting and Burden Application,” by Clinton H. Sco- 
vell, a volume lately published by Appleton & Co., contains a 
chapter of some 18 pages devoted to “Paper Manufacturing Costs,” 
which will make the book of special interest to paper mill men. 

As the author, who is well known as a lecturer on cost ac- 
counting, states in the introduction, the work does not endeavor 
to explain in detail an infallible cost system, but outlines some 
of the principles which should underlie a good system in various 
sorts of productive industries. 

The main portion of the book deals with the determination and 
the proper distribution of overhead charges, or burden. It is a 
failure to analyze the significance of elements of overhead charges 
such as power, rent for space used, and loss due to idle machinery, 
which makes many systems of “cost finding’ worthless. A brief 
explanation is given here of the proper procedure to make com- 
parative figures covering different jobs or different periods of 
production retain their significance. There is also a chapter 
describing at some length the reasons for charging interest to cost. 
The larger part of the book is concerned with industries in which 
production can be divided into jobs. The chapter on paper manu- 
facturing is introduced to illustrate the method of procedure in an 
industry where production is usually continuous, and is made 
up of a number of different operations. 


Nashwaak Co. Plant to Be Improved 


L. M. Bickford, vice-president and a director of the newly or- 
ganized Nashwaak Pulp & Paper Company, which was formed by 
the Bryant Paper Company and the Oxford Paper Company to 
succeed the old Partington Pulp and Paper Company, states that 
the contemplated improvements in the mill at St. John, N. B., 
will be inaugurated as rapidly as the conditions permit.

Lining Up Rolls Properly 


Question No. 2373.—The last two or three wires that we have 
had on our machine have had a tendency to run into a straight 
wrinkle. I think that some of the rolls must be out of alignment. 
Will you please tell me through your Questions and Answers De- 
partment what is the best way to test the rolls to see if they are 
all lined up properly? 

Answer No. 2373.—Just as soon as the old wire is removed see 
that all the wire carrying rolls are removed, and at the same time 
it is just as well to remove the top couch roll and jacket from that. 
Take a steel tape and put it around the breast roll and bottom 
couch roll on the front side. Note the measurement and, better 
still, mark the tape where the first inch comes. At the same 
time be sure you measure the distance between the edge of the 
tape and the edge of the face of the couch roll. See that you have 
your tape perfectly straight and not diagonal with the face of 
the roll. Then repeat this same operation at the back side of the 
machine. Be careful that you take your measurement at the 
same distance from the end of face as you did at the front of 
the machine. The reason for this is, that the crown of the roll 
would make a difference in your measurement. So you see by 
taking the front and back side measurements the same distance 
from the end of the face you can easily tell whether your couch 
and breast rolls are in line. Take these measurements several 
times until you are perfectly sure that the front and back side 
measurements are exactly the same. The two rolls should be 
leveled before and after each measurement. To have the couch 
roll and breast roll in perfect alignment, the distance on the front 
side will be exactly, to a thousandth of an inch, the same as on 
the back side. At the same time both rolls will be dead level. In 
the same way all the rest of the wire carrying rolls should be 
put in their place and lined up exactly the same way, either with 
the couch roll or breast roll. 

Next, you should put in the first suction box and level that up 
perfectly. Then put in all of your tube rolls. Stretch a fine, 
strong wire from the edge of the suction box nearest the couch 
roll to the breast roll and around it, at the front and backside of 
the machine. Keep the wire at about an inch or inch and a half 
from the shoulder of the rolls and very taut. Under each wire 
on the breast roll put a small nail. This is to raise the tube rolls 
a little higher than the breast roll, so that the wire will have a 
good bearing on them. Now, you can adjust the bearings of the 
tube rolls so that the rolls just come in contact with the wires. 
Two men should do this. One at each side of the machine and 
each working on the same roll. After the tube rolls are all lined 
up be sure that the screws and bolts are all tight, so that the rolls 
will stay in alignment. 

The next thing to do is to put the top couch roll back in place. 
Level this and at the same time use an angle level. Try it at the 
front and back. While getting the top roll at the same angle at 
the front and back try your level on top. If the angle level shows 
level at both ends of the roll and the one on top of the roll shows

Size of the Dandys 

Question No. 2374.—Will some reader of the Questions and 
Answers Department tell me why on some machines one size dandy 
is used and others another size is used? 

AnswerR No. 2374.—On water marked papers, the dandys are 
made with a small diameter, because the smaller the diameter 
the clearer the water mark will be. This is because there is less 
surface of the dandy against the sheet and this causes what is 
called a sharper “bite.” This cuts in deeper and causes a very 
clear cut watermark. In the larger dandys the surface against 
the sheet is larger and so there is not as much chance for the 
paper to crush. Another thing, the larger dandy has a greater 
surface in circumference, and as a result does not fill up as quickly 
as the smaller dandy. This is an advantage, for when the dandy 
fills up it will pick up the sheet. The smaller dandy has to be 
cleaned much oftener than the larger dandy. 


A Paper Mill Belt for Unusual Service 
The present struggle of the paper manufacturer with the unpre- 
cedented demands of the market has been a source of intense 
interest to producers of materials upon which the output of pulp 
and paper is directly dependent. 
Never has there been a more dire need of paper mill supplies 


which in forced draught are absolutely dependable. Shut-downs 
of the shortest duration jeopardize contracts of the utmost im- 
portance and spell vast losses. 

Power transmission in the paper mill, even under ordinary 
circumstances, has been a most serious problem, the nature of 
the service itself being a drawback to results that are considered 
ordinary in the usual conditions. 

In answer to the general S. O. S. sent out by the overworked 
manufacturers, a vast departure has been accomplished by the 
Voorhees Rubber Manufacturing Company, which elsewhere in 
this issue sets forth a type of rubber belting differing largely from 
materials hitherto offered for difficult drives.

CHAPTER FOURTEEN 
(Continued) 

There has been a steady increase in the number of 
machines in the mills of this country and their producing 
capacity ever since they were first introduced and espe- 
cially in the present generation. In 1899 American mills 
had six hundred and sixty-three Fourdriniers and five hun- 
dred and sixty-nine cylinders ; in 1904, seven hundred and 
fifty-two Fourdriniers and six hundred and seventeen cyl- 
inders ; in 1909, eight hundred and four Fourdriniers and 
six hundred and seventy-six cylinders. The total annual 
tonnage capacity of these machines, in the same years, 
was: 2,782,219 in 1899; 3,857,903 in 1904; 5,293,397 in 
1909. In following years the number of machines of both 
kinds and their capacity increased. The largest Four- 
drinier in 1916 was in the Columbia mill of the Crown 
Willamette Paper Company at Camas, Washington, one 
hundred and eighty-six inches. In the mill of the Minne- 
sota & Ontario Power Company, at International Falls, 
Minn., were two Fourdriniers, one hundred and eighty- 
four inches each; and the same company had also two one 
hundred and fifty-four-inch machines. Fourdriniers of one 
hundred and fifty inches upward were not uncommon and 
cylinders reached the size of one hundred and forty-two 
and one hundred and forty-five inches. Among the big 
plants of contemporaneous times, equipped with Four- 
driniers, were: the Rumford Falls mill, nine, from seventy- 
eight to one hundred and fifty inches; the Otis mill, nine, 
from seventy-seven to one hundred and forty-one inches ; 
the Oxford mill, ten, from seventy-eight to one hundred 
and forty-two inches; the West Virginia Pulp and Paper 
mill in Maryland, seven, from ninety-two to one hundred 
and fifty-two inches; the eight mills of Crocker, Burbank 
& Co., in Fitchburg, Mass., fourteen, from seventy-two to 
one hundred and fifty-six inches ; the mill of the New York 
and Pennsylvania Company in Johnsonburg, Penn., eight, 
from ninety-six to one hundred and fifty-eight inches ; the 
Great Northern Millinocket mill in Maine, eight of one 
hundred and fifty-two inches and one of one hundred and 
fifty-eight inches; the Columbia mill of the Crown Willa- 
mette Paper Company in Camas, Washington, six from 
eighty-four to one hundred and thirty-six inches, one of 
one hundred and fifty-two inches and one of one hundred 
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and eighty-six inches; the Cumberland mills of S. D. 
Warren & Co., twelve, from fifty-six to one hundred and 
forty-five inches.*** And in Canada they had reached the 
width of over two hundred inches and were talking of 
more; but that has nothing to do with the history of the 
mills on this side of the border. 

While prices had sailed skyward from 1861 to 1865 they 
declined at rapid rate from 1865 to 1880: superfine writ- 
ing folded, fifty-eight per cent.; machine-finished book, 
fifty-three per cent.; super-calendered book ; fifty per cent. 
Some scattering figures of prices that prevailed during 
the third of a century after 1870 will give something of an 
idea of the conditions of the market in those times. In 
1871 superfine book was selling in the eastern markets for 
twenty to twenty-four cents a pound and in Chicago and 
Cincinnati for sixteen to eighteen cents. Fine book was 
selling for sixteen to seventeen cents, straw paper for 
newspapers for twelve cents and straw-wrapping for four 
and one-half and five cents. News print was selling at 
various centers, in 1875, for nine cents, superfine calen- 
dered book for thirteen to fourteen and one-half cents and 
In 1895 
prices were : news, two and three-eighths to two and three- 
fourths cents; super, four and three-fourths to five and 
one-half cents and machine finish four to four and one- 


machine finish book for ten to eleven cents. 


half cents, a steady fall, year by year, for the twenty years. 
In 1889 writing ranged from fourteen and seventeen cents 
for superfine to seven and one-half and nine cents for 
engine sized. Super and calendered book commanded six 
and one-half and seven and one-half cents. News, not 
under contract, was three and one-fourth cents and up- 
ward, 

Abnormal conditions in the world in 1899 affected the 
paper industry in this country. The Spanish-American 
war, the Boer war and other affairs stimulated newspaper 
reading so that the demand for news print rose, mills were 
pushed and prices went up. News which, in the preceding 
few years had tended to fall in price, went up again to 
three cents and more. The American Writing Paper Com- 


pany advanced prices. Book paper prices in all grades

Tenders for Pulpwood and Pine Limit 


Tenders will be received by the undersigned up to 
and including the lst day of February, 1917, for the 
right to cut pulpwood and pine timber on a certain 
area situated on the black Sturgeon River and other 
territory adjacent thereto, in the District of Thunder 
Bay. 

Tenderers shall state the amount per cord on pulp- 
wood, and per thousand feet board measure, on pine,

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went up, super to five and one-half and six and one-half 
cents. Manilla, tissue, board and all other kinds joined in 
the rising. Prices were not long maintained at the figures 
of that time. A year later the average price for all paper 
used in newspapers and periodicals was down to 2.57 
cents per pound; news in rolls was 1.7 cents, news in 
sheets, 1.89 cents, and wood-fibre book 3.45 cents. With 
fluctuations of minor character these low prices were main- 
tained for the next dozen years. 

Soda pulp from the Burgess mills in Pennsylvania sold 
in 1867 for $10.76 per hundred pounds. By 1871 the 
price had dropped to $6. For years the chemical fibre 
manufacturers had a combination to control production 
and maintain prices but without avail. Competition con- 
tinued and the price steadily fell until in 1897, thirty years 
after the first had been made and sold, the price was $2. 

Paper-trade journalism began in 1872 when Howard 
Lockwood published the first number of The Paper Trade 
Journal. A few years previous, The Paper Trade Reporter 
was published but it was a small affair and did not long 
endure. Mr. Lockwood was a young man who had been 
in the trade only a few years when he conceived the idea 
of a newspaper devoted to its interests. He was not a 
newspaper man but he had a natural instinct for news- 
gathering, a genius for publishing, a good knowledge of 
the trade in paper and acquaintance with the processes of 
its manufacture. Independent, fair, honest, and enter- 
prising from the outset, aiming only to print all the news 
and to serve the interests of the industry in every con- 
ceivable legitimate manner, Mr. Lockwood was imme- 
diately successful and his paper soon became a power for 
good. In 1873 he began the publication of Lockwood's 
Directory of the Paper and Stationery Trades; in 1875 
The American Stationer and in 1885 The American Book- 
maker, afterward The Printer and Bookmaker. In addi- 
tion to these periodicals he published books relating to the 
industry such as The Chemistry of Paper Making and The 
Dictionary of Printing and Book Making. He died in the 
prime of life, in 1892, but he had lived to see his publica- 
tions firmly established in the foremost ranks of trade 
journalism in the United States. In subsequent years 
there were other periodicals in the field notably The Amer- 
ican Paper Trade and Wood Pulp News, The Paper Mill 
and several times Paper. 

Contributing much to a general advancement and broad 
development of the industry has been influence emanating 
from various associations established among those active 
in the trade. First of these was the American Paper Man- 
ufacturers’ Association which grew out of a convention 
held in 1878 and which presently became the American 
Paper and Pulp Association. With an initial purpose for 
¢o-operation to control the market and stabilize prices. the 
association shortly took on social in place of the business 


character that had first informed it and exercised influence 
by the interchange of views among its members, on condi- 
tions and problems of the industry. The membership of 
the association, 1878-1916, included practically all the lead- 
ing men in the industry. Among its presidents during 
that period were William Whiting, Wellington Smith, 
William H. Parsons, Byron Weston, William A. Russell, 
Warner Miller, Augustus G. Paine, George F. Perkins,

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MONTHLY DIGEST OF WORLD 
PAPER AND PULP MARKETS 


English Consumers Are Not Buying More Than Actual Re- 
quirements, Hoping for a Settlement of the Swedish Con- 
troversy—Slight Advance and Decrease in Prices Are Re- 
ported, But Owing to Various Local Conditions No 
Changes of Importance Are Noted—Judging from the 
Present Situation There Seems Little Likelihood 
Decrease in the Price of Paper or Pulp for Some Time.

The following digest of the paper, chemical and mechanical 
pulp markets of the world is furnished by the News Print Manu- 
facturers’ Association : 

The European markets remain firm and unchanged. 
consumers are not buying more than actual requirements, hoping 
for a settlement of the Swedish controversy, but little stock is 
offered, and prices are about as last month. Slight advances and 
decreases in prices are reported, owing to various local conditions, 
but no change of importance has come to hand. Portugal is 
offering five cents a pound for news print F. O. B. steamer 
New York, but we are advised that no supplies have been obtained. 
Scandinavian news print is being offered in the New York market 
at 5%4 cents a pound F. O. B. New York, based on a $5 freight 
rate (practically ballast rate). Norway is paying $22 a ton for 
coal from Tronjhein, Norwegian wood is selling at $32 a cord 
and the pulp and paper output is decreasing. There seems little 
likelihood of a decrease in prices of paper or pulp for some time

to come. 


Italy. 


Very little has been done by the various government commis- 
sions to relieve the general paper situation in Italy. Some Sunday 
papers have been suspended, the size of the weekly and daily 
papers cut down, but the decreases in supply have more than kept 
step with the decreased consumption. The Paper Maker and 
British Trade Journal, London, England, quotes from the Corriere 
della Sera, Milan, as follows: 

“With a view to limiting the high price of paper, an agreement 
has been come to between experts and the Paper Makers’ Union, 
whereby all reductions obtained on prices of raw materials shall 
be calculated as bases of reductions in the price-of the product. To 
this end an appropriate fund is to be created which is to be 
increased by the inclusion of other sources of profits. Coal will 
be the first raw material to which the agreement is to be applied. 
Meanwhile, the cellulose supply problem—in the sense of intensify- 
ing the production of this commodity in Italy—will be studied. To 
ensure the working of the agreement the government has appointed 
a Committee of Inspection.” 


France. 


According to cable advices received on Friday, December 8, 
the French Government has placed an embargo on the importation 
of printing paper. This will further curtail the consumption of 
paper, probably to the extent that France will soon have only 
two-page papers throughout the week. Pulp is coming in, how- 
ever, to supply the French machines, and the Canadian Commis- 
sioner-General in Paris has placed the ruling price of 10 per cent 
moist pulp at $126.06 per short ton for chemical, and $78.78 per 
short ton for mechanical pulp c. i. f. Rouen. 


Japan. 
The Japanese Advertiser is quoted as follows in the Weekly Bul- 
letin of the Department of Trade and Commerce, Ottawa, Can- 


ada, November 6: 
“The Japanese demand for paper pulp last year was 159,835 


short tons, of which 66,139 short tons was ground pulp and 93,696 
short tons chemical pulp. The ground pulp was chiefly supplied 
by home producers, only a small portion being imported. Of the 
chemical pulp, about 66,139 short tons came from abroad, the home 
productions being limited to 27,558 short tons of lower grade 
stuff and its 8,267 short tons of superior grade. 

“The total cessation of pulp imports since the war began and 
the enormous rise in prices have stimulated Japanese pulp industry, 
Many producers are now laying out capital in Sakhalin forests, 
while such companies at the Oji Paper Mill, the Sakhalin industry 
and chemical paper factories have been newly established. 

“The Japanese pulp output, therefore, will shortly reach 66,139 
short tons, with a producing capacity of 44,092 short tons a year 
in Sakhalin. It is difficult to say anything about conditions after 
the war in view of the differences in the production of Japanese 
and foreign pulp. Foreign chemical pulp before the war, used to 
make a good profit at a price of $49.50 per short ton, whereas 
the prosperity of the Japanese pulp industry at present is chiefly 
due to the good price obtained—$99.65 per short ton. Whether 
Japanese pulp will be able to compete with the foreign stuff when 
the price for the latter is $49.50 per short ton 
after the war entirely depends upon lowering the cost of pro 
duction.” 

According to the American mill representatives in Australia 
Japan is selling news print in Australia at 5c. The 
paper is lighter than our 32-pound news print, and of a decidedly 
inferior quality.

Russia. 


The immediate needs of Russia are evidently being taken care 
of by large importations of Finnish pulp. There are many new 
paper mills being built and projected in Russia, and the railroad 
systems are co-operating closely with the movement. Pulp and 
paper prices have evidently kept the same level that prevailed 
in the early fall, as foreign trade journals omit quotations entirely. 


England. 


The recent change of government will undoubtedly have the 
effect of decidedly curtailing the importation of pulp and paper 
into England, but how prices have acted is not known, as trade 
journals published after the announcement of a new government 
have not yet come to hand. 

Reports up to November 24 state that the reduction of import 
licenses by one-half instead of one-third had~less effect on the 
prices of both the English and foreign manufacturers than was 
According to the Paper Maker and British Paper Trade 
prices in England of sulphite continue un- 
changed at the recent high levels, as the imports from Scandinavia 
are mainly on contract, and the existing demand is barely met 
by the Scandinavian, English and Canadian producers. There is 
a great scarcity of sulphate and soda pulps, sulphate being quoted 
at $152.08 to $165.11 per short ton, and soda at $158.60 to $162.94 
per short ton. 

According to the World’s Paper Trade Review, November 24, 
the total decrease of imports of 1916 over 1915 (January to 
October, inclusive), of chemical pulp was 188,000 short tons. No 
chemical pulp was imported from Sweden in October, 1916, against 
about 24,000 tons in October, 1915. Mechanical pulp showed a 
decrease over the period (from January to October, inclusive), of 
about 90,000 short tons, and paper by over 16,800 short tons.
